To the private citizen accustomed to 


lucid expression and simple declarations 
of view, there may be some disappointment 
about the murky character of the soft-shoe 
style talk among the parties and their lead- 
ers.

mission. Those principles, while they fall

so long relied upon here.

The army coup in Turkey is something 


t' t practically everyone could see coming 
except Premier Menderes. 


In the last few weeks, the protests 


against the stringent controls applied have 
increased. Students had been the most vo- 
cal opposition, but there were underlying 
indications that they didn't stand alone. 
The army had been noticeably gentle in 
quelling the rioters. Last week military ca- 
dets, who expect to be army officers by 
next year, joined 6,000 student marchers in 
protest Newspapers had been under press 
censorship for years but, with the out- 
breaks, the controls became tighter. Finally 
Menderes ordered all colleges and universi- 
ties in Istanbul closed until fall.

Majority Decision 


There has been agitation for some time 


in Puerto Rico by individuals and groups 
who favor either independence or state- 
hood for the island.

Lais Munoz 
Marin has put the problem directly up to 
the legislature, but it turns out the loudest 
demanders to end the commonwealth status 
with the United States aren't so eager to 
put things to a vote. 


The reason is clear from a glance at the 


1956 election results. The Popular Demo- 
crat party, which favors the status quo, 
polled about three times as many votes as 
the statehood group and better than five 
times as many as the independent aspir- 
ants. The majority of people agree with 
Gov. Marin that the commonwealth situa- 
tion at the present is the "only one under 
which improvements in the lives of our 
people can continue."

They have' 
done a very fine job with what 
they have," he mentioned. 


Catlin told of a report be- 


ing prepared by a San Fran- 
cisco consulting firm for the 
Outagamie 
county 
airport 


which is to study the present] 
airport at Appleton and also 
study a possible joint airport 
with Winnebago county and 
to make its 
recommenda- 


tions. 


The first report should be 


ready for the July 12 meet-! 
ing of the Outagamie board 
and the final report by Sep- 
tember, he thought. The firm 
is to list various recommen- 
dations in case the first rec- 
ommendation, -which Catlin 
thought would be for a joint 
county airport, did not mater- 
ialize. 


He said five new airport 


sites were shown to the com- 
pany. These were on High- 
way 10 west 
of Appleton,
